Except fér operations where the prin- 
cipa] sougce of business was war plants 
or military camps, that prediction has 
not come} true. On most of the major 
lines the total of passengers carried has 
been maintained and has even exceeded 
the level feached in 1945. 

The! larger the bus industry becomes, 
the firmef do its roots cling to Amer- 
ica’s small towns. To many of the 
thousands of communities they serve, 
buses offfr the only public intercity 
transportation service. Electric inter- 
urban Hinds are a relic of the past. Rails 
have abandoned passenger service in 
more and more:small towns to con- 
centrate on high speed service between 
metropolitan centers. 

The bug lines of America came into 
being in America’s small towns. They 
spread tol the metropolitan centers as 
they developed, but have never lessened 
their service to or their interest in the 
smaller qommunities which nurtured 
them. Maybe it is because of the small 
town assdciations that bus travel re- 
mains frigndly and informal -typieally 
American.
